Coin World Story

Of Missing Banknotes 

A news story in the pilot edi- 
tion of Coin World brought about 
the return of a pair of banknotes 
missing in New York city. 

When New York coin dealer, L 
S. Werner, read the description 
in Coin World he remembered he 
had purchased just such a pair of 
notes in a large lot of currency 
obtained from another dealer 


The pair of notes were easily 
identifiable. They were uncut $10 
and $20 notes that had been car- 
ried by their owner, John W. 
McKee since 1912 

“They were in very worn condi- 
tion,’ said Werner, who returned 

4 the notes to the dealer from whom 
he had purchased them with in- 
structions to turn them over to the 
New York police. 


McKee, who had lost the bills 
in a New York hotel while on a 
shopping visit, had asked coin 
dealers and banks to be on the 
lookout for them. 


He had carried the bills as 
mementos because his signature 


appeared as assistant cashier on 
§ the notes. They were issued by 

the Peoples National Bank of 

Pittsburg, Pa., in 1912.

It’s National Coin Week! 


Sponsored by the American Nu- 
mismatic Association, the l a s t 
week in April is set aside to tell 
the fascinating story of cgins and 
coin collecting. And hardly an 
American will miss hearing or 
seeing the tale sometime during 
the week of April 24 through 30. 

“Why it pays to be a numis- 
matist”’ is the theme of this year’s 
National Coin Week, assigned by 
the gener al chairman, E. I. 
*“Jack’’ Rand, 2017 Cascade place. 
Tacoma, Wash. 

“The reason I picked the sub- 
ject was to interest the youth in 
collecting coins,’’ said Rand, ‘‘for 
t h e y are our future numisma- 
tists!” 


The theme will be expressed in 
the displays and talks as individu- 
als and clubs enter into keen com- 
petition for awards and prizes of- 
fered by the A.N.A. 

Not everybody competes against 
each other. Individuals are placed 
in one class. Clubs, however, are 
divided into three _ categories 
Class A for membership over 50, 
Class B for membership between 
25 and 50, and Class C for mem- 
bership under 25 

Clubs made up entirely of jun- 
iors, collectors under 18, are plac- 
ed in Class C. 


Response has been fine, says 
Rand, as entry applications pour 
in. Unusually great response has 
come from Hawaii and Alaska, he 
said 

(Canadians are taking part in 
National Coin Week, too. Harold 
Don Allen’s by-lined report on ac- 
tivity north of the border is in- 
cluded in this i s s u e of Coin 
World.) 


The first Coin Week was intro 
duced in 1924 by an ardent New 
York numismatist, Julius Guttag 
Since that time thousands of in- 
dividuals and hundreds of clubs 
have entered into the annual 
event 

Trophies are awarded to the 
winning individual and the top 
club in each class. Every con- 
testant, whether a winner or not, 
however, receives a National Coin 
W eek participation certificate. 
Coin Week medals are also avail- 
able. 


The competition is based strict- 
ly on a point system. No limit is 
placed on the amount of points an 
individual or club may accumu- 
late. The most points win. 

Here is how the judges grant 
points: 


Five points for each display, 
with additional points added for 
prominence of location, popular 
interest, numismatic story told by 
the exhibits, excellence of ar-

There is no maximum points 


that can be won by exhibits and 
the monetary value of items on 
display will not be considered. 

One point for each column inch 
of publicity in newspapers, includ- 
ing headlines, with no maximum 
per article, or no limit in the 
number of articles 

Two points per column inch for 
photographs in newspapers, - in- 
cluding headlines, with no maxi- 
mum per photograph, or no lim- 
it in the number of pictures. 

One - half point per minute for 
radio time with no maximum or 
no limit. Spot announcements earn 
one point each 

One point per minute for tele- 
vision time — five points at least 
for each broadcast.

Coin rolls rolled out the biggest 
gain and the most activity in the 
three-session, Penn-Ohio conven- 
tion auction conducted by Jim 
Kelly of Dayton. 

“There was better than a 20 
per cent increase in mail bidders 
over last year,’ said auctioneer 
Kelly, who called the sale last 
year at Penn-Ohio also. 


Over 100 floor bidders competed 
with 808 mail bidders, March 18 
through 20, in a sale that was 
strong in U.S. material. Gold 
was in demand and brought good 
prices. All choice early coins were 
popular.

Fancy reports don’t turn the 
judges’ eyes, however. The most 
points win.

Criswell, Is Named Mayor 
Of St. Petersburg Beach, Fla. 


Confederate money man, Grovy 
er Criswell Jr., has recently been 
elected mayor of St. Petersburg 
Beach making him the youngest 
mayor in the state of Florida 

A coin dealer since 1955, Cris- 
well, 26, takes over the helm of 
the comparatively new city of St 
Petersburg Beach in the heart of 
the West Florida coast resort 
area 


St. Petersburg Beach was form- 
ed two and a half years ago when 
four small communities and five 
unincorporated areas _ consoli- 
dated. Criswell, prior to his elec- 
tion as mayor, was a_council- 
man, serving as representative of 
his home district known as Pass- 
a-Grille, Fla. before the consoli- 
dation. 

His political platform centered 
around a 17 million dollar Bay- 
way road and bridge extension 
program which he supported. 


Recently the governor of Flori- 
da, LeRoy Collins, appointed Cris- 
well to the State Civil War Cen- 
tennial Commission because of his 
activity in Civil War historical re- 
search. 

He subsequently received an ap- 
pointment to the National Civil 
War Centennial Commission 
where he is serving on the advis- 
ory council. 


Well known for his interest in 
Confederate money, Criswell 
wrote a book on the subject, and 
in 1957 he published, with his 
younger brother Clarence, ‘‘Con- 
federate and Southern State Cur- 
rency.” ¥ 

The book is considered to be a 
major reference work on Confed- 
erate’ money today. A second vol- 
ume, dealing with Confederate and 
Southern State bonds, is being 
planned. 





Grover Criswell 


Clarence was associated with 
Grover in the coin dealership op- 
erating under the name Cris- 
well’s. The youhger brother, how- 
ever, sold his interest in the deal- 
ership to the older brother and 
is presently engaged in a real es- 
tate development project in the 
Carolinas. 

Grover Criswell is a member of 
many historical societies, numis- 
matic and philatelic organizations 
because of his research on Confed- 
erate money and bonds. It has 
been said of him that he is the 
world’s richest man in Confeder- 
ate money. 

He was featured last summer 
on the national TV show, *‘What’'s 
My Line.”

Canada Has Big 
For National Coin Week 


By Harold Don Allen 


MONTREAL, Que. — This coin 
center of Canada will have some- 
thing to celebrate when a ribbon 
of bank notes is cut to mark the 
official opening of National Coin 
Week here on Saturday. 

Numismatic interest ‘has 
reaghed such a high point here 
that even the enthusiasm that 
brought A.N.A. gatherings to this 
traditional convention city in years 
past seems to have been eclipsed. 

Long-time collectors will assure 
you this is news. Ten years ago 
local collectors were but a handful 
and the only hint of the numis- 
matic past of this Canadian me- 
tropolis was found in the collec- 
tion of the Chateau de Ramesay 
museum. 


Today, the Montreal Coin Club 
(founded in 1954) can count on a 
turnout of up to 100 at its meet- 
ings, while its French-language 
counterpart, the ‘‘Association des 
Numismates de Montreal’, is 
growing rapidly. 

Where five years ago only one 
retail outlet could boast the serv- 
ices of a professional numisma- 
tist, five new coin businesses have 
started operations in the past 18 
months. Literally, you even ‘‘talk 
coins” while you eat at the new 
Coin Room of a leading Montreal 
restaurant. 


First inkling of the tremendous 
latent interest came when the 
Montreal Coin Club staged a dis- 
play of members’ collections. The 
big Salon Saguenay at the new 
Queen Elizabeth hotel was packed 
as 2,500 lingered over exhibits 
throughout the day. 

Letters and telephone calls, in 
the city’s two languages, flooded 
the executive for a period of sev- 
eral months following this show. 


All this is quite a contrast to the 
days of two generation ago when 
the Breton catalog made coin in- 
formation available to the scholar- 
ly few. 


In those days Montreal came to 
be recognized as one of the great 
centers of numismatic interest on 
this continent, only to have inter- 
est wane in the decade following 
World War I, as these “elders” 
passed on. 

Conventions of the American 
Numismatic Association were held 
here in 1909 and 1923. 

Founded in 1950, the young Ca- 
nadian Numismatic Association 
has yet to meet in Quebec Pro- 
vince, but is to convene in Sher- 
brooke August 18-20. It has been 
invited by the Montreal Coin Club 
to meet in this city in either 1963 
or 1964. 

Prior to this year Nationa] Coin 
Week has been observed only in 
individual competition, but this 
year the area’s two principal 
clubs are determined to make up 
for lost time. 

A major educational display is 
planned for the St. Laurent room 
at the Queen Elizabeth hotel all 
day Saturday. Heavy publicity in 
both languages is expected to 
stimulate widespread interest in 
the event. 

Major institutional exhibits of 
Canada’s senior bank, The Bank 
of Montreal; the city’s leading ex- 
change brokers, The Guardian 
Trust Co., and the firm of medal- 
lists, William Scully, Ltd., will 
supplement selections from a 
number of the continent’s fore- 
most private collections. 
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Plans 


A special medal is being mass- 
produced for the event, reproduc- 
ing on either side one of the 
clubs’ crests, themselves modifi- 
cations of early token designs of 





this area. The emblem of the Mon- 
treal Coin Club is in the likeness 
of a vintage “‘bouquet sous.” 
A complete set of Canadian sil- 
ver dollars will be awarded with 
the proceeds going to defray costs 
of the exhibition, which will be 
open to the public without charge. 


General chairman Robert 
Verity points out the day is “‘in 
no way a money-making venture, 
but fundamentally an educational 
and public relations event.’’ Also 
recognized is good effect on the 
“esprit de corps’ of the group. 

Indicating the growing interest 
in the field a club spokeman com- 
ments, “‘Ten years ‘ago if you 
looked at the date on a coin peo- 
ple thought you eccentric; today, 
they look too, and quiz you for 
details on rare dates.”

Numismatists agree that the 
1822 $5 gold piece is the rarest 
American coin. Just why this 
coin is so searce is a subject on 
which no authority will go out 
on a limb and start sawing. 

Mint records state that 17,796 
half eagles were minted in 1822. 
The records list 34,641 for 1821 
and 14,485 for the year after— 
1823. 

The 1821 half eagle is listed in 
the Witman ‘red book” (A 
Guide Book of U. S. Coins’’) at 
$440 in fine condition, while the 
1823 is listed in the book at $140. 
The 1821 and 1823 are thus 
scarce also. But many earlier $5 
gold pieces can be bought for $50 
to $70 in’ very good to fine con- 


dition. We bought a 1795—first 
year of issue—for $25 not too long 
ago. 


Authorities are not even agreed 
on the exact number of 1822 half 
eagles extant. Abe Kosoff, En- 
cino, Calif., a leading dealer, is an 
authority for the statement that 
three 1822 half eagles are known. 

Kosoff reported one rests in 
the U. S. mint collection. One 
was in the famous Dunham _ col- 
lection, sold in 1946 for $11,575. 
The third was sold privately by 
Kosoff to a collector who wanted 
it enough to fork over $14,000—a 
record for the period. 


Why are there only three of the 
1822 half eagles? 

In the early 1800's mint records 
were kept on a fiscal year basis 
rather than calendar year. Thus 
a report that 17,796 half eagles 
were minted during the year did 
not mean necessarily that they 
were dated 1822. They might have 
been dated 1821 or 1823. 

Coins were still being made 
off the dies made by hand 
rather than from those made 
from a master die. If a die was 
in good condition at the end of 
a calendar or fiscal year, mint 
employes continued to use it, 
despite the ‘old’ date.

For Colonial Bride’s Dowry 


Pine tree shillings played an 
important part in the American 
colonies, but they played an even 
weightier part in the story of the 
personal life of the mintmaster’s 
daughter. 

The wedding day of John Hall’s 
daughter dawned bright and beau- 
tiful! Almost as bright and beau- 
tiful as the bride herself. And al-

most as beautiful as the future 
appeared to be for the young lady 
and her bridegroom, Judge Sam- 
uel Sewall. 

Because the bride's father was 
a silversmith—and a_ prosperous 
one at that—and because his in- 
come surely exceded 200 English 
pounds, the young lady was per- 
mitted to relieve the severity of 
her colonial dress with brocade 
and rich silk petticoats for her 
wedding. 


Her silk shoes and her tiffany 
hood and silk-lined scarf would 
be inspected with suppressed en- 
vy by every woman in the town. 

She had been busy assembling 
furnishings for her new _ house- 
hold — “brasse kittells, grate 


chestes, cheares with rushe bot- 





tums, a big iron pott, a warm- 
ing pann, a pestel and mortar, 
a bedsteede of carvéen oake. a 
duzzen napekins of fine linen 
damasque,”’ etc. 

Her household was to become an 
important one for her husband 
was to found the town of New- 
bury, Mass.

other side until the steel-yard bal- 
anced. This was to be her dow- 
ery—her weight in silver. 


Silversmith Hall took pride in 


his daughter—but he took pride 
in her dowery, too! He had mint- 
ed the emblematic pine tree mon- 
ey as a kind of semi-official coin. 


This money, once known as Bos- 
ton or Bay shillings was issued 
at different intervals for nearly 
30 years, yet the original date 
of 1652 was retained on every 
piece. 

Charles II was easily deceived 
in regard to the signifigance of 
the ‘“‘pine tree’’ coin. Sir Thomas 
Temple, friend of the colonies, 
adroitly presented one of these 
coins to the irate monarch, ex- 
plaining that the tree was the 
“royal oak” which had saved his 
majesty’s life. The king then al- 
lowed the coinage: to proceed.

Addressing the conventioners at 
the annual banquet of the Florida 
United Numismatists, Rear Ad- 
miral Oscar H. Dodson said he 
met only blank stares on the faces 
of Muscovites when he asked, 
“Where can you buy’ Russian 
coins?” 

Later he discovered a_ govern- 
ment store on the outskirts of Mos- 
cow where old Czarist coins could 
be exchanged for rubles. These, 
however, were not resold to the 
public, he said. 


Admiral Dodson, in addition to 
holding t h e highest office in the 
American Numismatic Association, 
is also the curator of the Shapero 
coin collection at the National 
Bank of Detroit. 


Accustomed to traveling, Admir- 
al Dodson visited Russia last sum- 
mer under the State Department’s 
cultural exchange program. He 
had been stationed in over 30 coun- 
tries while serving in the Navy. 
He was communications officer 
aboard the USS Hornet during 
World War II and saw action in 
a dozen sea and invasion battles 
in the Pacific. 


After -his last tour of duty, two 
years with the naval mission at 
the American embassy in Athens, 
Greece, Admiral Dodson retired 
from active duty. In 1957 he re- 
joined the faculty at the Univer- 
sity of Illinois and taught Greek, 
Roman and modern European his- 
tory. 


Last September he was named 
as director of the permanent coin 
display at the National Bank of De- 
troit. As curator, he has charge 
of the coin collection donated by 
a director of the bank, long time 
collector, Nate S. Shapero. 


Admiral Dodson, who speaks 
Russian, talked with people from 
all classes while in Russia. He 
found that numismatics is not as 
popular in Russia as it is in this 
country. 





He was impressed, however, 
with the coin collection at the 
Hermitage Museum, former win- 
ter palace of the Czars. Started 
by Peter the Great, the collection 
was greatly enhanced by items 
confiscated from the nobility aft- 
er the revolution. It is one of the 
five most extensive collections in 
existence, Admiral Dodson said. 


The admiral was surprised at 
the freedom of movement he was 
allowed in Russia, as well as prog- 
ress being made in housing and 
education. He found the Russians 
warm-hearted and friendly, tre- 
mendously curious about America 
and extremely sensitive to their 
own shortcomings. 

They have an appalling igno- 
rance of the West, the admiral 
said, and believe only the seamy 
side of our life which is widely 
publicized for them.
